Area Agencies on Aging (AAAs) are advised that the Pennsylvania Department of
Aging (PDA) has prepared Aging Program Directive (APD) #23-01-03 AREA
AGENCY ON AGING (AAA) PROGRAM REQUIREMENTS, PLANNING
ALLOCATIONS AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS FOR THE TITLE XIX
AGREEMENT FOR FY 2022-23 REVISION NO.1”. The APD, spreadsheet and
cover letter are posted for electronic access on the PDA website.

Highlights of the initial changes for FY 2022-23 include as follows:
e Realigning allocations according to the revised Intrastate Funding Formula
using the 2019 census data.
e Allowing AAAs to provide up to a 4.5% increase to vendors.
e Adjusting PA Link/ADRC funding to align with the revised service area
fiscal managers.
